The Boycotting of Mrs. O'Con- 
ncll. 

Dublin, Oct. 5, - The boycotting of 
Mrs. Morgan O'Oonnell, widow of a 
nephew of Daniel O'Connell, the great 
liberator, continues with unabated vig- 
or. Mrs. O'Connel, interviewed on her 
unfortunate situation, says: "I have 
seventy tenants, and six of them holds 
leases. Bents are absurdly moderate, 
and many of them in arrears. Maurice 
Walsh, president of t.lie local league, is 
a yearly tenant on ray land, and now 
owes two and one-half years' rent. The 
tenants demand a reduction of 25 per 
cent. I am willing to reduce rents 15 
per cent, but no more. My duties as 
guardian of my only boy John prevent 
my giving more, even if I were so in- 
clined. 1 have many helpless retainers, 
most of whom are aged and to-day un- 
able to provide for themselves. For- 
merly I bought everythingat local shops, 
but the tyranny of ohe league now 
compels me to go or send to Limerick, 
twenty miles away, for every thing I 
need. Local tradesmen refuse to sell 
anything, even bread, to myself, my 
servants and my dependants. Even the 
priests have joined the tyrants. Jt is 
untrue that the police are protecting 
me. 1 protect myself. Some of my la- 
borers have been coerced into deser- 
tion, but others remain, and are now 
saving my crops. They have not. been 
molested." 

Mrs. O'Connell is a lady of great in- 
tellectual attainments, and herself at- 
tends to the education of her son. She 
is known far and wide for broad hu- 
manity and generosity. She faces her 
dangers straight, and drives and walks 
in Kildysart and vicinity without 
guards and apparently without fear.

LONDON', Oct. 5. — The liberals have 
laid a mine to be exploded under tin; 
tories, in pursuance of agitation on be 
half of overworked railway servants. 
The victim of the coming attack is the 
.Rigli Hon. William Henry Smith, 
Bepretary of war in the present lory 
government, who was immortalized 
some years ago as Sir Joseph of Gil 
bert and Sullivan's "Pinafore." Smith 
is lessee and proprietor of the book 
Btnlls in all railway stations through- 
out Great Britain. He has an absolute 
monopoly of this business and has be 
come immensely rich by means of it, 
his fortune being estimated to be mil- 
lions of pounds, it has just become 
known that he compels boys in his em- 
ploy, some of whom are only 14 years 
old, to work from 5 A. it. to 10 p. m, 
for §1.75 a week. Liber-.l committees 
propose to give widespread publicity to 
these facts, and the exposure is sure to 
create a storm of indignation. The boys 
are generally favorites with the public. 
Very few of their c istoiners know of 
the fearfully long hours exacted of 
them. It is believed the agitation will 
result in some practical measures for 
their relief, and it may cause the ex- 
tinction of Smith's monopoly of the 
railway news and book trade, which 
has long been irksome in so many ways 
to the traveling public.

SIGHTS IN CHILI. 



Teople Who Slilver All Winter In Un- 
warmed Houses, 
ft or. New York Sim.l 

Although the climate of Santiago is 
about that of Washington or St. Louis, 
the people have a notion that fires in 
their houses are unhealthy, and ex- 
cept in those houses which have 
been built by English or American 
residents there is nothing like a grate 
or a stove to be found. Everybody 
wears tho wannest sort of underclothing 
and heavy wraps indoors and out. and the 
people spend six months of tho year in a 
perpetual shiver, and Uie remainder in a 
perpetual perspiration. It looks rather 
odd to .see civilized people siting in a par- 
lor, surrounded by every possible luxury 
wealth can bring except lire, wrapped in 
furs and rugs, with blue nosces and chat- 
tering teeth, when coal is cheap anil the 
mountains covered with timber. But 
nothing can convince a C'hilano that arti- 
ficial beat is healthful, and during the 
winter, which is the rainy season, ho has 
not the wit to warm his chilly hones. 

It is old to see in the streets men wear- 
ing fur cups, ami with their throats 
wrapped in heavy inu'fers, while the 
women have nothing on their heads at 
all. 1 luring the morning, while on their 
way to and from mass, or while shopping 
the women wear the "mania, " as they do 
in Peru; but in the afternoons, on the 
promenade or when riding they go bare- 
headed. Although the prevailing diseases 
are pneumonia and other throat and lung 
complaints and during the winter the 
mortality from these causes are immense, 
the I hilano persists in believing that arti 
licial beat poisons the atmosphere, and 
when ho visits the home of a foreigner 
and finds a lire he will ask that iho door 
be left ajar, so that he may be chilly 
as usual. 

At fashionable gatherings dining parlies 
and that sort of thing, I have seen women 
in full evening dress, with hare arms and 
shoulders, with the temperature of the 
room between 40 and oO Fahrenheit. 
They curry into the saloon or dining-room 
their fur wraps, and wear them the 
table, while at every chair is a foot 
warmer of thick Llama wool, into which 
they poke their dainty slippered toes. 
These foot waruiers are very ornamental, 
with embroidered cases, and are manufac- 
tured at home or cau be purchased of the 
nuns, who spend much of their time in 
needlework. 

Every lady seen on the streets in the 
morning carries a prayer vug, often hand- 
somely embroidered, which she kneels 
upon at mass to protect her limbs from 
the cold, damp stone Moors of the church, 
in which there are never any pews. It 
used to be the proper thing to have a 
servant follow my lady, bearing her rug 
and prayer book, but that fashion is no 
more. 

Birds mown Out to Sea. 

INatur il s 's Li t e -.] 

Many of our birds fly several thousand 
miles every autumn, passing not only 
over Florida, where they might lind per- 
petual summer, but over the gulf and far 
lieyoud into the great summer land of the 
Amazon, after a short stay returning 
again to the north. How the small birds 
lly so great distances is incomprehensible, 
but J have seen many of our small 
feathered friends on the little key of Tor- 
tugas, L ! 00 miles or more from Cape Flor- 
ida. Great llocks of them would alight 
upon the walls of the fort, especially 
during storms, evidently thoroughly 
tired; but the next day they were up and 
away over the great stretch of the gulf 
and the Caribbean sea. 

Numbers of the English birds, and 
many from northern Europe, make early 
voyages down into the African continent, 
and careful observers say that they have 
seen the great storks, so common in tier- 
many, moving along high in the air, 
bearing on their backs numbers of small 
birds that had taken free passage, or were 
perhaps stealing a ride. In these wonder 
fill migrations many birds are blown out 
to sea and lost, while others become so 
fatigued and worn out that they will alight 
on boats. A New England fisherman, 
who in die autumn follows his calling 
fourteen or fifteen miloji from shore, In- 
formed me that nearly every day he had 
four or live birds as companions. One 
day he fell asleep, and, upon suddenly 
opening his eyes, there sat a little bird oil 
his hand, demurely cocking his head this 
way and that as if" wondering whether he 
was an old wreck or a piece of driftwood.

Mr. Gladstone Yields. 

London, Sep^. 29. — Mr. Cladstone 
in his manifesto made some concessions 
to Mr. Chamberlain, in the hope that 
that gentleman in turn would make 
concessions that would enable them 
both with Lord Hartington to get un- 
der the one umbrella, hut the ex -Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade showed no 
disposition to yield. He had issued 
what he considered a popular pro- 
gramme, his Radical followers adhered 
to him loyally, and he saw no reason 
for strengthening tho Whig leader by 
backing down in his advanced opinions. 
He has won the reward of his pertin- 
acity. Last night Lord Rosebery, speak- 
ing at Keigate, said that in addition to 
the planks of Mr. Gladstone's mani- 
festo, the Liberal programme included 
the acquisition of land tenants, free 
education, and colonial federation. Lord 
Rosebery undoubtedly made this an- 
nouncement by authority, and Mr. 
Gladstone thus recognizes and adopts 
the salient features of M r. Chamber- 
lain's programme. This virtually puts 
Lord Hartington out of the race, and 
recognizes the Radical member for 
Birmingham as tho coining leader of 
the Liberal party.

ENGLAND'S FOREIGN POLICY. 

The prosetil policy of the English gov- 
ernment aa foreshadowod by its conserva- 
tive leader, the Marquia of Salisbury, is 
becoming more and more defined as time 
goes on. Its basis is modelled upon that 
of Lord Buaconsfield, of which it is prac- 
tically a continuation; and though, of 
courso, modified by tho somewhat anomal- 
ous position of a government ruling in a 
house whose members aro for the most 
part adverse to it (as admitted by Lord 
Salisbury himself) and under no responsi- 
bility to their electors, it has indicated au 
inherent vigor which will go far to tide 
England successfully over tho rocks upon 
which tho Gladstono administration so 
miserably went to pieces. Diplomacy has 
long sinco passed into an ari, and tho po- 
litical attitude of the conservatives, so 
far from being deserving of tho censure 
which it has mot from certain quarters, is, 
considering the peculiar relations of the 
government to the house at a jperiod of 
most critical foreign complications, entitl- 
ed to great praise, in that the present 
ministry has not at once rushed into a 
policy directly advorse to that of their 
predecessors; but, while having tho samo 
object in view as the late administration 
— the peace and prosperity of England 
and tho assurance of sate retention of her 
outlying possessions by maintaining the 
balance of European power—will adopt 
far more energetic means to brin<: about 
its consummation. 

Look ut the record of the past five 
yeara — Gladstone's term of office — and 
what do we see ( Any material benefits 
that have accrued to England I any in- 
crease in her prestige abroad I No, in- 
deed; one would strain his gaze in voin 
for this purpose. But what can be soeu 
is confusion worse confounded. The Af- 
ghan boundary farther from determina- 
tion than over, the ameer with his faith 
in England's support and moral force ser- 
iously shaken ; and a record of misman- 
agement, defeat and disaster in Egypt 
that is positively criminal. That hesitan- 
cy (born in this instance of the fallacious 
motto of "Peace at any price") so fatal 
when exhibited by those in authority, im- 
pelled delay in tho despatch of troops 
until the season itself was allied with the 
enemy. A campaign that but dealt death 
by pestilence and tho sword; and for noth 
ing but to accomplish tho death of afanat 



her possessions and national dishonor by 
placing the reins of government once 
more in the hands of a blundering wrong- 
headed liberal administration that was 
weak when it should have been strong and 
whose leader, however able and useful he 
may have been in his younger days, has 
shown himself, at a fearful coBt to rtie 
country, to be utterly unable'to cope with 
the political problems of the present day.

.irtistic quality is not oven sought. The 
Belt case showed to what an extent tho 
mechanical rules over tho studio.

The Marquis of Salisbury, in a speech 
delivered in London a short time back, 
deplored the breaking of tho threads of 
the policy that was being pursued when 
Lord Beaconsfield fell, and asked his 
hearers to inmgine the different result 
that would have ensued had it- been fol- 
lowed out to its issue during the five years 
that tho conservative party was 
subservient. But the vigorous policy of the 
past which claimed and obtained so much 
respect will be revived and Lord Beacons- 
field will, through Lord Salisbury, speak 
again. The pacific intentions of the latter 
are doubted at St. Petersburg; but it bo- 
hooves tho present loader of the govern- 
ment to act with caution until time has 
Bhown him he has the support of pub- 
lic opinion. Still he has spoken plainly 
enough to intimate tho general tendency 
of tho conservative policy in Asiatic- 
European, South African, and Irish affairs. 
The two latter we are not just now dis- 
cussing, but with regard to tho first nam- 
ed the government is resolvo J to establish 
inviolate a scientific frontier in Afghanis- 
tan and so situated that nature and art 
shall combine to guard and to render it 
impregnable. England is on tho eve of a 
great foreign crisis, and though by states- 
manlike diplomacy war may for a few 
years be averted, yet should it become 
impossible to evade it with honor to Eng- 
land, her people know there will be no 
vacillating and suicidal hesitation or re- 
ceding, and that a firm and dignified 
stand once taken will be supported if nec- 
essary by force of arms. England will 
havo to stand by the Salisbury conven- 
tion which commits her in a certain event 
to a war of alliance with tho Sultan of 
"If Turkey: Batoum, Ears, Ardahan, or 
any of themshall bo retained by 
Russia, and if any further 
attempt shall be made at any time 
by Russia to take possession of any further 
territories of his imperial majesty tho 
Sultan in Asia as fixed by the definitive 
trea.ty of peace, England engages to join 
his imperial majesty the Sultan in defend- 
ing them hy forco of arms," 

In 6pito of all this the government's 
policy is not war; but it knows that the 
way to prevent war is to prepare for it. 
Tho boat moans to maintain the peace of 
Europe is tho establishment and mainten- 
ance of a Christian independency as has 
lately beon formed by tho union of East- 
ern Roumelia and Bulgaria, and possibly 
in the futuro also by one or two principal - 
itios, thus forming at the most strategic 
point of Europe a government whoso 
autonomy would be respected by tho sig- 
natory power, and whose strict 
neutrality would bo made a necessity, 
and which would finally supplant 
Turkey in her position of commanding tho 
southern Mediterranean and tho key of 
the road to India. 

The late union, however of the princi- 
palities mentioned is clearly a violation of 
the Berlin treaty, and the unconcern ex- 
hibited by the English government is re- 
garded with some aurpriso and a feeling 
that her apparent indifference is duo to 
her tacit approval of events. It is almost 
certain that none of tho European powers 
will interforo, while it is extremely doubt- 
ful that England will take the initiative. 

The noxt general parliamentary election 
in England will prove a most important 
turning point in her history. By the 
confirmation of the conservative accession 
to power or the return of tho liberal 
party, will be decided whether a govern- 
ment that can recognize a etern necessity 
and by acting promptitude and thereby 
taking time by the forelock shall bo re- 
tained in offico, or whether England shall

except in America, and the proprietor of 
the Sunday Times, who put down a largo 
sum for the right of running them through 
his own and some of the provincial papers, 
has suffered a heavy loss.

But, according to Mr. Jonos, very much 
of tho credit of this play belongs to Mr. 
Wilson Barrett, who apparently saved it 
from utter commonplace. Mr. Jones does 
not set great stem on his work in the 
"Silver King," for he announces that ill 
future his name is not to appear in play- 
bills and advertisements as joint autohr. 
Thou Mr. Herman states that the play 
which was to have followed tho "Silver 
King" was so bad, owing to the incapacity 
of Mr. Jones, that he "threw up the 
work in utter disgust." Mr. Jones, on 
the contrary, maintains that Mr. Herman, 
with tears in his eyes, besought him to go 
on with the play, or at any rate to allow 
the plot to bo announced as Mr. Herman's. 
Mr. Jones sneers at M r. Hermun's inde- 
pendent work, and Mr. Herman scoff's at 
tho plays which he did not help Mr, Jones 
to writo. The world will now bo itn - 
patient to see what Mr. Hurmnn can do 
unaided. He lias done nothing successful 
so far, while Mr. Jones,* in "Saints and 
Sinners," has written what many people 
think ono of the most interesting and 
promising plays of modern times. Two 
more facts are curious. Mr. Jones evi - 
dently disdains the authorship of tho 
"Silver King," as a play not to bo com- 
pared with Ilia later writings, and Mr. 
Herman is as furious against Mr. Wilson 
Barrett aa he is against his former 
collaborateur. Altogether, the quarrel 
seems to show that collaboration in dra- 
matic work is not very congenial to the 
English temperament. 

There wore two new features in the 
Drury Lane performance. Ono was tho 
extraordinary free use of "sots" in the 
scenery, the parta of which so cleverly 
dovetailed into oaoh other that though 
there were three magnificent tableaux to 
each of the five acts, tho curtain only 
dr-opped once — and then for about a 
minuty — between the various scenoa. 

TUB SOL DAN DUSKRT 

was transformed into Trafalgar square, 
and Trafalgar square dropped into a 
lady's boudoir, in loss time than it would 
take to count twenty. Every now and 
thon a slight liitch occurred, as when a 
fragment of desert rock abutted on a 
corner of thu village parsonaire, and 
an obstinate pieco of furniture 
wedged itself among a tuft of 
palm trees, hut the difficulty was sur- 
mounted in a few seconds, and nil went 
well again. The second novelty was thu 
entirely successful performance of a child 
actor. A. 3 a rule children do not appear 
to advantage on the stage, but the little 
creature who plays a prominent part in 
"Human Nature" is pleasant to look at 
and pleasant to hear. On the whole the 
new play is the best of the long series of 
pieces of tho inelodrama-speotacle style, 
which have made the fame of I ho great 
Augustus.

They 
offered to till all orders that required im- 
mediate attention and to givo temporary 
employment to aa many of the unfortu- 
nate linn's employes as could be provided 
for. In addition to thu casualties already 
reported a number of liromen were injur- 
ed by falling debris; but 110110 vory ser- 
iously. One of the men who was killed 
is repurtod to have been :aught by a heavy 
B.ife which fell upon his legs pinning him 
to the lloo r. He cried for holp and begg- 
ed some of the Bremen to cut his legs off 
with an axe and drag him from tho 
Barnes; but when it was possible for as- 
sistance to reach him ho was found to have 
beon burned to death.

"Sixth— To increase tho extent of 
Montenegro and Italy on the Adriatic 
coast. 

"Seventh—The anneation of Egypt 
by England, either directly or indirect- 

iy. 

"Eight— The annextion of Syria by 
France. 

"Ninth— To allow Italy to extend 
her African possessions toward Abys- 
sinia. 

"Tenth— To rnp.stablish the constitu- 
tions of Turkey and Egypt, which 
would soon rid both these countries of 
the parasitic Circassian pashas, who 
prevented the progress of both nations 
toward European civilization." 

Such a policy, Gen. Gordon thought, 
could bo carried out without a shot be- 
ing fired, and would Bettje forever the 
Eastern question.

Yesterday dawned brightly and warmly 
and until 10 o'clock tho sun rode in a sky 
that \va» innocent of the slightest suspic- 
ion of a cloud. All thinks, betokened a 
cloar and lovoly day for the Saanioh show. 
Towards eleven o'clock a thick fog rolled 
in from the straits; but at uoon it had 
passed off and the weather became bright 
again. The roads loading to Saanich were 
speedily lined with vehicles tilled with 
please r'eseokers bound for tho exhibition. 
It is estimated that about 250 visitors from 
tho city gladdened tho hearts of the far- 
mers by their presence. On reaching the 
grounds there woro found a largo number 
of exhibitors and friends of agriculture, 
and many animals and articles of merit 
and importance. The show was indeed a 
fine one, excelling all previous efforts both 
in the quality and number of exhibits and 
in tho attendance. Everything points to 
a revival of the agricultural interest under 
the stimulus of frequent shows and tho 
wide publicity given to tho products of 
the soil. Hens. Smitho, Robson and 
Duck, of tho local ministry, and Messrs. 
Baker, Shakespeare, Gordon and Ross, 
members of the house of commons wore 
among those on tho ground, who took an 
active part in displaying the goods to ad- 
vantage or in judging tho various articles. 
Many ladies and gentlemen from town 
and country were present, and children 
galore added a zest to tho general enjoy- 
ment. 

Among the articles exhibited we noticed 
seeds of all kinds by Mr. G. A. McTuvish, 
M P.P. , who has reason to bo proud of 
the results of his labors. Mr. J. D. 
Bryant's Bweet corn and grain were ad- 
mirable. The carrots, pumpkins, beets, 
cauliflower and cabbages were of a super- 
ior character, and were pronounced by the 
judges second to none in tho world. 
Fruit looked well, showing what can bo 
raised hero, tho quiticoa being especially 
fine. Cheese and butter wero excellent. 
Tho grain had a good appearance, tho 
oats, wheat and peas appearing to great 
advantage, and potatoes, onions and to- 
matoes were about the best ovor grown in 
this country, while grapes and peaches 
compare favorably with those grown in 
California. The fancy work exeetitod by 
the young ladies of North anil S tilth Saa- 
nich was teiutiful, and tho painting and 
drawing show great talent in those who 
executed them. Brackman & Ker, of 
North Saanich, again swept the board of 
prizes with thoir oatmeal and Hour ex- 
hibits. In the stalls were shown some 
fine blooded stock as well as horses of all 
grades. Amongst the yearlings were 
some lino annuals, Mr. McOorlick's colt 
being one of tha best. Mr. Tod's largo 
draught stallion is a noble animal. From 
thence we proceeded to the cattle yard 
whore a largo number of bulla, cows and 
heifers wero on exhibition. A thorough- 
bred Jersey cow was the object of much 
attention from an admiring crowd. The 
sheep and pigs looked well and reflectgreat 
credit upon their owners. 

His excellency the Marquis of Lans- 
downs-, who was accompanied by Lord 
Melgund, Lieut. -Governor Cornwall, Mrs, 
and Miss Cornwall, arrived from town at 
12:30 o'clock, and were received by Mr. 
John, president, and Mr. G. A. Mc- 
Tavish, M. P. P., secretary, of tho agri- 
cultural society. Tho party spout some 
time in examining tho various articles on 
exhibition, and frequently expressed ad- 
mira'ion at the size and beauty of the 
pr. ducts. They wore then escorted to tho 
lunch room, where Mrs. McTuvish had 
prepared a most sumptuous repast, and 
whore they were most hospitably enter- 
tained. .Justice having been done to tho 
bountiful spread, the party then repaired 
to the platform in front of ti e hall, whoro 
Mr. E. John road tho following 
address: 

To His Excellency, Ike Most Honorable the 
Maiijitis of Lansdowne, O. 0, M. 6?., 
Governor-General oj Canada: 
May it Please YoVR Excellency.— 
Wo, the loyal inhabitants of Saanioh, have 
much pleasure ill welcoming tho governor- 
general of Canada as the representative of 
her gracious majesty the Q icon. Wo feel 
proud that, your excellency should have 
honored our agricultural show with your 
presence, a ud we feel tho more eiated iu 
this is the first occasion on which tho gov- 
ernor-general of Canada has been present 
at our agricultural exhibition. We do 
not protend, this being an entirely local 
exhibition, to vie with largo shows of a 
similar character elsewhere, but according 
to our means and intelligence wo culti- 
vate the land to the best of our ability, 
and the produce is now laid before your 
excellency, and wo bolieve will compare 
favorably with that of any other district 
in Canada 

Our district contains but a few 
hundred people, we do not pretend 
to havo the great and vast prairies 
of the northwest, but whatever 
lands we have are of a fertile character. 
Although our agricultural society is in- 
tended for the purpose of fostering agri- 
cultural pursuits, still we may look ah. nit 
U3 and seeing the bays, inlets and harbors 
around our peninsula and along tho coast, 
wo feel that if the Canadian government 
wou'd foster thu cultivation of tho seas a 
large amount of wealth would be added 
to the province and considerable profit to 
tho Dominion at largo. 

Now that the gigantic, grand and stu- 
pendous undertaking of the Canadian 
Pacific railway approaches so near its 
completion, wo hope to see more shell 
and other fish now to our sens, rivers and 
lakes imported, and their cultivation en- 
couraged by the federal authorities. 

We must beg to state that tho agricul- 
tural society is nut a political, but simply 
an industrial organization, and as such, 
and with the wannest feelings of respect, 
we groet your excellency and wish you at 
the same tt lit o health and strength and 
success in ycur efforts for the benefit of 
the Dominion. 

In reply Hi3 Excellency thanked the 
presenter of the address, tho society tvnd 
the assemblage for tho hearty manner in 
which they had recoivett him as tho repre- 
sentative of Her Majesty. Tt ' afforded 
him great pleasure to tind on the western 
shore of tho Dominion so largo and pros- 
porous a community of agriculturalists. 
An agricultural class was essential to the 
prosperity of every community. It was 
the greatest security to tho social fabric, 
and to bo entirely successful the agricul- 
turalist must study tho varieties of soil 
and climate and find out tho breeds of 
cattle and tho kinds of vegetables that 
wero adapted to each locality. He could 
congratulate the farmers on the excellence 
of thoir fruit, cereals and other products 
exhibited to day. Thoy showed that tho 
soil was fertile and the district was m»k- 



ing substantial progress in overy lino of 
products exhibited. With regard to tho 
allusion to tho marine interests in tho ad- 
dress his excellency said that no doubt 
the Dominion government would encour- 
age such enterprises; but ho would tell 
them frankly that they would havo to rely 
more on the pluck and enterprise of the 
people themselves than on tho fostering 
hand of the governmont. He considered 
ttait ho was fortunate in being the first 
governor-general to couio to tho district; 
he did not expect to bo tho last (cheers). 
Now that the groat national highway was 
completed large numbers of visitors would 
visit tho province overy year to enjoy the 
grand scenery and the healthgiviug cli- 
mate of tha Pacific province, and among 
them would often be a governor-general 
(cheBrs) As one wiio hud done a little 
bit of farming himself, his excellency said 
he was always glad to meet with farmers 
to watch the progress which they made 
from time to time. Again thanking his 
hearers for their expressions of regard for 
Her Majesty his oxcoltoncy retired. 

President John proposed throe cheers 
for his excellency the governor which 
were given with a will. He thou proposed 
three cheers for the lieut. -governor and 
throe for the Marchioness of Lansdowne to 
which there was also a hearty response.

The Placer. ami Quartz Mines 
of British Columbia. 



From M. S. P. Tuck, C. E., who 
was of the party, we learn that the 
one under Mr. Amos Bowman, 
of the Geological Survny of Canada, 
which has been engaged during a portion 
of the past summer in making an exam- 
ination and survey of the Cariboo dis- 
trict in thia province jhas closed its out- 
side work for this season because of in- 
clement weather, and will now be em- 
ployed in preparing its notes and plans 
for early publication. It will be remem- 
bered that this work was undertaken ns 
the result of an agreement or understand- 
ing between the Dominion and local gov- 
ernments, by which each undertook (o 
contribute one half tho expense of a 
THOROUGH GEOLOGICAL SURVEY 

and examination of tho various mining 
districts of the province. It was intended 
that tho work should have boon under- 
taken early in the season, but owing to 
the long session of the D uniniun parlia- 
ment, and tho late period at which tho 
estimates were voted, provision for tho 
work was not made aa soon as was ex- 
pected. Tho season was therefore well 
advanced before the parly was able to get 
into the field. However, after a beginning 
had been made, the work was pushed 
with considerable energy, and a good deal 
of information gathered before the ad- 
vancing season and inclement weather 
put an end to outside operations in tho 
district. 

STARTING" FROM QIIESNELI.E MOUTH, 
a careful traverse of tho Cariboo wagon 
road was made to Barkervillo, and the 
various claims on Lightning croek located 
and examined. Williams creek was also 
traversed, and so fur as possible all tho 
old and worked-oul claims upon it were 
located, as well as the hydraulic claims 
which are now being worked. 

From Barkervillo the party worked to 
Grouse creek, and up I hat crock as far as 
the former rote of Boone's sawmill, and 
down to the Waverley Company's claim, 
which was not being Worked because of 
tho scarcity of water but of which great 
hopes aie rntiTiaind. From tirouso 
creek the trail was travetsod to Antler 
creek, up which the traverse was con- 
tinued to Sawmill Flat, passing tho well 
known Nason claim, now in chargo of 
Mr. George Cowan, M. P. P.,from which 
it is confidently expected remunerative 
returns will soon bo made to thoso in- 
terested. 

FROM SAWMILL FLAT 

tho traverse was extended to tho Snow 
Shoo creek and its branches, and thence 
to Keithley creek which was surveyed to 
Veith, Borland & Co.'s ranch. From 
thia point a survey was made to the north 
branch of the Quesnelle river which was 
traversed to the Forks of *ne Quesnelle, 
whoro there is a large Chit ,eso settlement. 
Prospecting has again begun here, and 
hopes aro sanguinely entertained that it 
will be successful. Returning to Keith- 
ley creek traverses were made theiico 
along Cariboo lako to Harvey creek, 
which was surveyed and claims located, 
upon which a largo amount of money and 
labor had boon expended without, as yet, 
any adequate return. From Harvey 
creek the mountain was crossed to Cun- 
ningham creek which was also traversed, 
and thence through Cunningham pnss to 
Antler creek again, passing by the Yellow 
river claim which was being worked with 
fair pay. 

MOSQUITO CREEK, 
where a large quantity of work has boon 
done, and is being done, Cornish creek, 
Porcupine creek, Hardscrabble and Sugar 
crook woro visited in turn, and connected 
by carefully made surveys. 

Mount Agnus, Yank's Peak, Keithley 
mountain, tho Sisters, Mount Anderson 
and Bald mountain wero ascended and 
accurate topographical sketches made from 
each, with transit chrouometer'and level. 

THE QUARTZ LEDGES 
on Keithley mountain were examined 
during the trip to its .summit, nitd after- 
wards those on Burns' mountain, together 
with the workings at that point. A visit 
wa3 also made to the Quesnelle Quartz 
Mining Company's claim on Hixon 
creek, for which now machinery 
is now being sent forward from Spence's 
Bridgo, and experienced minors have been 
engaged to conduct the mining and mill- 
ing of the ore. It is sincerely to be hoped 
that the pluck and enterprise of the 
officers of tho company, in tho face of 
much discouragement, may bo richly ro- 
warded.

SIX MILLION MILES OF rENCE. 

Costlns 82,000.000,000— A Brief History 
or Fonce-liulldlng. 

fAitEiista (Me.) Cor. Boston Herald.] 
According to the best estimates (here 
aro 0,000.01.0 miles of farm fences in tuo 
United States, costing over S-'.OOU.C'JO, - 
000. In many states ilic fences on a farm 
cost more than the buildings standing on 
it, aud that, too, where lumber is abund- 
ant and cheap The amount of labor and 
money consumed annually in building 
and repairing fences -few an aware of it 
—is just so much taken from die product- 
ive interests of the country. 

l:oth law and custom prescribe fencing. 
It is an ancient tradition. The Plymouth 
colonies in Massachusetts gave us the 
first fencing known iu this country In 
1082. -They were erected to ptok'ct 
planted crop"-; against damages from crea- 
tures going at large. It Was said before a 
meeting o* the American Institute Farm- 
er's club at New York, in 1850, that the 
farmers in this country were educated 
under 'ho system of fences; under the no- 
tion that a "man is bound to protect his 
ptoperty by fencing out the world, that 
the law bos no power, and that there is 
no general res] ect for the right of prop- 
erty, but that you must fence out nil in- 
truders, and guard your proper! \ with 
walls aud fences. 

It is all founded on fiction. The law 
does protect a man's properly. His real 
estate and its products are his, and. 
whether fenced or uufenccd, Ihey lie 
under protection of the law. In continua- 
tion of this matter the correspondent says 
that most of our New England farms are 
inclosed with fences — straight, crocked, 
and irregular— good, bad, and indifferent 
Jlost farms are so subdivided n" to resem- 
ble a checker board, liverything seems 
to be fenced. The fences aro almost as 
varied as they are abundant. The \ irginitt 
rail fence is the pioneer: then the log 
fence, stonewall, stump fence, pitch pole 
fence, worm fence, and the pu-t aud rail 
fence. 

Kot less than four feet in height con- 
stitutes the lawful fence. Stone wall is 
the main fence iu Maine and .Massachu- 
setts, and perhaps in Connecticut also. 
Maine also has the rail and the board 
fence and the bush fence. Rail fem es 
are the cheapest. The roots and stumps 
of large trees, set up edgewise, make 
most effective fences. The stone wall 
would last forever, if it were well and 
carefully laid in the lirst place and the 
frost did not play havoc with it. As 
commonly built, the sroue wall will keep 
out all kinds of slock except sheep. It 
is insisted that stones could be more 
cheaply disposed of than by laying in 
wall form.

"I have a memorial here which I would 
like to sell you. " said a peddler to a lady 
whose door bell he hud rung in Brooklyn, 
lie held up au engraved memorial sur- 
rounded by a cheap frame. It had been 
gotten up iu memory of u little child of 
the lady, who had died a few weeks be- 
fore. 

"How did you know 1 had lost a child'.'" 
she asked. 

"Oh, I saw it in the papers, " was the 
reply. "That is where we got the age 
and other information required. " 

"It'o a good thing, " said the man to a 
reporter. "AVe look over all the news- 
papers aud cut out the notices of tho 
deaths of children. After two or three 
weeks, when we think that the grief of 
the parents has passed over somewhat, 
we get up a memorial and take it around.

Tabl- 
ing, near Maidstone, yields si 1,000. and 
is quoted at $60,000, "subject to the life 
of the incumbent, in his blst year. " For 
a $7,000 living in Yorkshire $7, 5.000 is 
asked, but there is "a prospect of im- 
mediate possession"— i. e. , the aged 
clergyman who was put in to keep the 
place warm is dying. In Lincolnshire 
there is a living for sale, the income from 
which is "mail, but there are "beautiful 
grounds, with vineries, orchard and 
melon house, kennel room for eight or 
ten dogs, a church in perfect repair," 
and, above rll, "perfect independence of 
Episcopal jurisdiction, the benefice being 
a donative. " The living, it is added.
